Chinese Communiat Anti-Alreraft Units, West Korean Front 


During the period 15-25 March 1952, an anti-aircraft battalion, numbering 
270 men, of the Chinese Communist io Army, was at Chonp'o-ri (126-22, 38-06 
(BT46920), It was equipped with four anti-aircraft guns. : 


. During the period 15-23 April, a Chinese Communist anti-aircraft unit, 
numbering 440 men and equipped with four anti-aircraft. guns and two anti» 
aircraft machine guns, was at Hill 91 (approximately 125-W7, 38«31) (yc-he8667). 

Tne unit arrived in the area in January 1951. / 


3. During the period 15-23 April, a Chinese Communist anti-aircraft unit, 
numbering 50 men and equipped with three anti-aireraft guns and two anti- 
aircraft machine guns, was in a trench at approximately 125-46, 36-43 
(yc-413882),. The wnit moved back and forth between Hwangju (125-7, 38=40) 
(¥O-W283) and Bukkyo-ri (125-47, 38-18) (xo-k298) x . . . 

hk. During the period 15-23 April, a Chinese Communist anti-sircraft unit, 
numbering 200 men and equipped with five anti-aircraft guna, was at Kuch'on-ni 
(125-46, 38-30) (Yc-4164), The unit arrived in the area in January 1951. 


5, During the period 15-23 April, a Chinese Communist anti-aircraft unit, 
numbering 400 men, was at Hanpto-ri (126428, 38-13) (BT-~7832). The unit. 
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Wee was ‘equipped With 10 ahti-sirereft gum and 15 anti-aircraft machine guns,

which were in a field 200 meters north-northeast of Hanp'o-ri.’ 


During the period 13426 April, a Chinése Communist unit, numbering 80 men 
and equipped with one 1O5-nm gun, two large anti-aircraft guns, and four 
amall anti-eirereft guis, was at Wangsin-ni (125-43, 38-01) (¥C~3811). 
“The unit was in charge of protecting Haeju city from United Nations air 
’ paida. Radio and telephone communication was maintained with Namch’6n

During the period 22.27 April, Chinese Communist troops with anti-airereft 
weapons were dep'Loyed aa follows: 40 anti-aircraft guns at approximately 
126-28, 38-13 (BT-776339), 30 anti-aireraft guna at approximately 

126-28, 38-14 (BP-776344), 20 anti-aircraft machine guns at approximately 
126428, 38-13 (eT-78333 Mf and 10 anti-aircraft machine guns at approximately 
126-29, 38-13 (BT-736344).. 


During the pertod 24-30 April, a Chinese Communiat artillery and infantry 
unit, numbering 300 men and equipped with 5 anti-aircraft guns, 3 howitzers, 
and 7 mortars, was living in village houses at Ahydn=ni (126402, 38-04) 
(pt.L017). The howitzers were at the foot of a hill 120 meters south of 
Ahyon-ni » =e, 


Puring the period 28 April = 5 May, elements of a Chinese Commnist anti- 
pireraft unit, numbering approximately 200 men and equipped with four anti- 
alireraft guns end six heavy machine guns, were in a trench 300 meters north~ 
Gant of Sdch'dn-myon (186443, 38.23) (CT-0150), 


"During the period 1=1lO Mey, elements, of a Chinese Communist anti-alretaft 
wit, mumbering 100 men, were on the north aide of Hill 177.6 (epproximetely 
126233, 37-5'7) (approximately BT~S403), which is 1,200 meters southeast of 
the Kaesong railroad station. The unit was equipped with 6 anti-aircraft 
guns, 4 anti-aircraft machine guns, { radio skts, aml 5 trucks.

During the period 22-27 April, a North Korean anti-aircraft unit, numbering 
£0 men and equipped with four anti-aircraft machine guns, Was at Kangjongent 
(126-27, 38.07), (BT-7621). ; . 


During the period 1-4 May, e North Korean anti-aircraft unit, numbering 200 
men end equipped with three anti-aircraft guns, waa bllleted in civilian 
houses 460 meters northwest of Ongjin-lip (125.2%, 37-57) (¥C-1103). The 
antioaireraft, gun emplacements were on a Kill 300 meters north of Ongjinstip. 


During the period 15-23 May, elements of a North Korean anti-alreraft unit, 


nusbering 50 men and equipped with two enti-sireratt guns and two anti-aireraft 


machine guns, wate TOO meters northwest of the Chaeryong Bridge in Paeksdng«ni 
(125-35, 38-21.) (yc-2653). The unit was guarding the Chaeryong Bridge against 
air attack, Five wen from the unit checked (sic) travellers in the area.

During the period 15-25 March 1992, the headquarters of a North Korean antl- 


aircraft battalion, numbering approximately 240 men and equipped with 
guns, Was south of P'ydngyang at approximately 125-42, 38-59 (¥D«3519). A 
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North Korean artillery unit, numbering 150 men and equipped with ten anti-aircraft 


guna, Was at approximately 125-44, 38-59 (Y¥D-3719). A North Korean artillery 
unit, number ing 60 men and equipped with four anti-aircraft guns, wed at 
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approximately 125-h2, 3902 (YD~3323) . 


During the period 16-28 April, a North Korean anti-aircraft unit, numbering 

30 men and equipped with.two anti-aircraft guns end five anti-seircreft ‘machine 
guns, wAS on a BELL B00 meters east of Sop'o (T25-", 39-05) (yp-3629) 

reilroad station, north of Pyongyang. A North Korean anti-sircraft unit, 
numbering 150 men and equipped with 6ne anti-aircraft gan and thréé anti-aircraft 


machine gurig, wap at Sdsong-ni (125-43, 39-01) (yD-3522). 


During the period 2o.27 April, Bh Chinese Communist. antinpireraft unit 
numbering 80 men, was in P’yongyang. The unit was equipped with the 
following: 16 anti-aircraft guns in a graveyard behing the Ptyqngyang 
Broadcasting Station hill, 1,000 meters west ‘of Taedong-~gang; & anti~ 
aircraft machine guns 200 meters east of the northern ddge of the railroad 
bridge over Taedong-gang; and § anti-aircraft machine guns 300 neters 

east of the railroad bridge over Taedong-gang. The guis were in trenches 
3 meters wide, 2.3 meters long, and 2 meters deep, and they were covered 
With camouflage nets. 


During the period 1-5 May, a North Korean anti-sireratt unit, numbering 300° 
men and equipped with 15 USSR Stelin-type anti-aircraft guns, radio sets, 
and 7 Russian trucks, was at Mansu-dee (125-6, 39-02) (YD=3924).
